Lewis was a boarder in 
the Meaghcr family up to about six 
years ago. He told Meagher on going 
away that hr, would leave the trunk 
and call for It at some time:

(American Miller.) 


We have horseless carriages and fire- 


less cookers, but the latest Innovation 
Is "Hourless bread." 
In tho ne,w pro- 


cess the necessity of milling the grain 
is eliminated, the wheat being used as 
it comes from the threshing machine. 


The Ideas Is that of a concern in 


Paris, and the machine, developed by 
it transforms the wheat into dough by 
tho following means: 


The machine consists mainly of a 


largo screw turning loosely in a case 
on whoso Inner surface Is a screw 
thread running In the opposite direc- 
tion.

While England newalls the physic*! 
The 


deterioration of her clty-brpd millions 
as vitally threatening the future of the 
nation, tlje United States has under- 
taken to solve tills problem by methods 
so wiso and s:inc and hopeful as to 
comprise one of the most important 
socUil movements of the 
twentieth 


century. It WHS riulte recently discov- 
ered tliat In the making of normal, vig- 
orous, cfllcicut men and women, the 
playground is as necessary as 
the 


schoolroom. And because a great mul- 
titude of American boys and girls, pent 
up in crowded cities, had no chance to 
play, they were growing up dull and 
stunted and vicious. 
It Is true that 


Ions ago n. very wise man said: "The 
nlay of children has the mightiest In- 
Iluence on the maintenance or non- 
maintenance of laws," hut nobody pays 
much attention to Plato nowadays. 
The spirit of this modern awakening 
is more nptly reflected in the words 
of one of its leaders: "The boy with- 
out a playground Is father to the man, 
without a,job." 


The passing of the vacant lot has far 


graver significance than may appear. 
The rapid growth of cities has wiped 
out these open spaces until the major- 
ity of dwellers therein must let their 
children play in the streets or not at 
all. 
It was not so very long ago that 


almost every public park and breath- I 
ing place displayed the stupid, cruel | 
legend: "Keep off the grass." As for 
the city public schools, they tried to j 
make their pupils wise, but they had I 
no idea of making or keeping them i 
healthy. 
Today, in most American 


cities of any importance, the demand j 
for more playgrounds is as insistent 
as that for better school houses or more 
of them. 


Behind this propaganda Is a bracing 


doctrine now believed in by the fore- | 
most investigators. It holds that "the j 
number of children born healthy and j 
strong is not smaller amomr the very | 
poor than among the well-to-do or the 
rich, or. in other words, that Nature 
starts all her children, rich or poor, 
physically equal, a.nd that ench genera- 
tion gets practically a fresh start, un- 
hampered by the diseased and degener- 
ate past." This means that If the boy 
and eirl of the huddled city tenement 
can be given a fair chance to grow, the 
battle is half won.

Soon after the little one was 


taken violently ill. A physician was 
called, but, although he did everything 
possible to counteract the effects of the 
.poison, the child died.

Such is the decision of Judge D. R. 
Best in a case in the circuit court hers 
growing out of the seizure by the offi- 
cers of a quantity or "homo" during 
a raid made recently on one of the 
billiard rooms In this city. In part 
n his opinion given yesterday, Judg< 
Best said: 


"The evidence shows that the llquo 


was- manufactured by a brewery known 
as" the Indianapolis Brewing compam 
at Indianapolis, and was bottled an 
sold under the name 'Homo,' and tha 
defendant at the time of the searcl 
of his premises had a quantity of it in 
his possession which he was selling at 
retail as a beverage. 
"Prof. Sherrard, of the Tri-State 


college, an expert pharmacist, who had 
analyzed several bottles of the Homo, 
testified that in his opinion it was a 
malt liquor for the reason that the in- 
gredients found in it were those found 
in malt liquors. 
"Dr. W. O. Gross, of Fort Wayne, 


also an expert chemist, gave an analy- 
sis together withthe opinion that it 
was not a malt liquor for the reason, 
as stated by him. liquor Is supp»sed to 
be something containing a quantity of 
alcohol. Dr. Gross, however, also tes- 
tified that this Homo contained about 
two-thirds of one per cent, of alcohol 
and about three-fourths 
of one per 


cent of maltose and if the alcohol and 
maltose were

up to the 


mount found in lager beer it would 
e practically the same. 'Possibly, he 
aid, 'Homo is nothing but a weak 
orm of beer.'

Patrol ships cruised steadily through-

This could be done by declaring all 


islands to the westward of Uhalaska 
government reservations, making It a 
misdemeanor to lend without permis- 
sion, punishable by a fine of $500 and 
imprisonment for not less than six 
months, and by holding a lien on any 
vessel which sends her boats in. The 
Islands, it is declared, can be effectu- 
ally held by patrols or small guards 
from the fleet. 


From the reports which have come 


to hand to this date It is understood 
that the Japanese are planning to enter 
Benring s£a in much stronger force 
next season. Several of the Japanese 
vessels followed the seal herd during 
the season just ended from San Diego 
to the north, and the largest catch re- 
ported among the Japanese wag on the 
part of one of the vessels which com- 
menced operations off San Diego. 


The patrol fleet seized two Japanese 


vessels during the summer for viola- 
tion of law, and carried down for trial 
eleven Japanese who had landed on St. 
Paul island. 


The patrol fleet for 1810 consisted at 


the outset of the revenue cutter Ta- 
homa, Captain J. H. Quinan; the Man- 
ning, Captain G. D. Garden: the Perry. 
Captain F. J. Haake. and the Bear. 
Captain E. P. Bertnolf. The Bear was 
early detached and made a cruise as 
far north in the Arctic as Point Bar- 
row, later joining the fleet in Septem- 
ber.The 'entire patrol force was under 
the direction of Senior Captain D. P. 
Foley, of the revenud cutter service, 
with headquarters at Unalaska. This 
latter point was used as a base of sup- 
plies for the fleet. The ships were 
coaled and crews drilled on shore. A 
seaman Infantry battalion was made 
up of Infantry companies from 
the 


Manning, the Tahoma and the Bear, 
the entire force, being under the com- 
mand of tho commander of the Man- 
ning. 
The Japanese prisoners taken by the 


fleet were transported to Valdez by 
the revenue cutter Tahoma, which Is 
expected to arrive in Pnget sound In a 
few days.

In a. num- 
ber of successive experiments under 
vnrylnfif conditions, the result was al- 
ways the same, and this proved that 
tha true coloration of tho gem was fin- 
ally discovered.

submitted to eminent 
mineralogists, 


and they, pronouncod them real and na 
true as the sapphires produced by na- 
ture.

The Old anci New Testaments come 


to us bearing marks of authenticity 1m- 


, measurably stronger than tlio works of 
Homer, Horace, Aeschylus, -Thucydides 
—almost all the classics of the ancient 
world. Let us first consider the older 
book. To the preservation of this we 
are, of course. Indebted to the Jew*. 
But they have not merely preserved 
It; such Is their scrupulous regard for 


' It that they have preserved It Intact 


There' are no alternate renderings In 
the Hebrew Scriptures. 
Since the 


third century, at the latest, most min- 
ute rules have existed for the guidance 
of the scribes who copied them, and 


every letter or diacritical work 
has 


been faithfully rendered. 
The earliest 


extant manuscript of the Hebrew Old 
Testament is a copy of the Pentateuch, 
now in the British museum and as- 
signed to the ninth century. The earl- 
iest manuscript bearing a precise date 
is a copy of the Prophets, at St. Peters- 
burg, dated A. D. 916. Between the 
text of these copies and that of the 
Hebrew Bible as It is Known today 
there i« no essential difference. 


This carr'es us back, men, to about 


the year 900. But vie c«n go very 
much farther back than this.

exists, perhaps, the most voluminous 
literature of any people In the world 
among the Jews—the Talmud and com-

This brings us to the second trans- 


lation known to have been m.-ule pre- 
viously to the Massoretlc text. 
The 


Greek Septuas'nt version received Its 
name from the "seventy" translators 
by whom It Is traditionally said to have 
been made, In thu reign of Ptolemy 
Philadelphus of Egypt (287-247 B. C.) 
It was made for tho benefit of the 
large colony of Breck-speaking Jews, 
in that country, and we possess manu- 
scripts of it dating from the third cen- 
tury of the present era. It must be 
admitted, however, that hose manu 
scripts 
differ . considerably 
among 


themselves, and this 
may 
Indicate 


cither Incorrectness of rendering or dif- 
fering texts in the original Hebrew. 


The situation Is, therefore, tha.t the 


Pentateuch may be considered to be 
almost an exact replica of the original; 
the remaining books of tho Bible arc 
roushly. the same as they were known 
to the ancient Jews. It would be futile 
to enter into a more critical examina- 
tion of the structure of tho books of 
the Old Testament. 
That they contain 


the composite writings of various'au- 
thors, that the men who transcribed 
them occasionally blundered. Is made 
obvious by a cursory survey. Perhaps 
the best example is the work of the 
scribe who tacked the flrst two verses 
of tho book of Ezra on to the end o: 
Chronicles II, where they may still be 
seen in duplicate. But such matters 
are subsidiary. The Old Testament as 
it exists today would be recognized im- 
mediately by tho Jews of the post- 
exilic period, dating from the return 
from Babylon during the 
reign 
0' 


Cyrus to the destruction of the sec- 
ond temple in the first century afte! 
Christ bjr tho Roman legions under thi 
command of Titus. 


When we turn to the Kew Testa- 


ment we find that our evidences are a 
once stronger and weaker. 
The Old 


and the New Testament occupy verj 
different positions.

man: Us text was preserved with th 
most sedulous care. The books of the 
New Testament, however, were, not re- 
garded as being anything more that 
the narrative* of various authors; li 
consequence a. vast variety of manu 
scripts was written, which wbilo trac 
Ip.c; back tho Now Testament to a datr 
not very remote from thnt of the firs 
Christians, n.frnrd a great dlvergenc 
in text. 
Discoveries of these carlj 


documents—"savings of Christ" 
rrospols of Peter—continue to be made 
il'.irinr; every decade. 
Thp ej<lsllos of 


St. Pnul are paralleled by numbers of 
similar communications that have boon 
found nf recent VCM-S In Rcjypt, »nd 
those, Incidentally, by their structure 
boar witness to the genuine character 
of St. Paul's writings.

tury that the gospels of the New Tes- 
tament began to he* singled out. from 
amons these numerous records, to- 
gether with the remaining books, and

The persecutions which the Chris- 


tians endured, and the destruction of 
their 
literature. 
Bravely 
militated 


against the preservation of the authen- 
tic records. The papyrus upon which 
they were written is hardly more dur- 
able than the material of the modern 
wood pulp newspaper. Thero exist to- 
day two manuscripts which antedate 
all others of the Greek 
Bible—the 


Codex 
Vatlcalius 
and 
the 
Codex 


Slmaitlcus. 
Tho former, which has 


been preserved in the Vatican library 
at Rome since the fifteenth century, 
dates back to the fourth century; and 
the latter, which was discovered In the 
monastery of St. Catherine upon Mount 
Sinai, and is now in the imperial li- 
brary at St. Petersburg, is believed to 
be of equal antiquity. 
Many other 


versions cxl-t which date back to the 
fifth and sixth centuries. Among these 
may be mentioned the Codex Alex- 
andrlnus, one of the treasures of the 
British museum, a MS. of the entire 
Bible, and written in the fifth century. 
In addition to New Testament MSS. 
the service books of the Greek church, 
containing lessons for dally reading-, 
r.re useful witnesses to the New Tes- 
tament text. 
More than a thousand 


such books are known, dating from 
the fourth to the fourteenth century. 


Thus, as stated, the New Testament 


does not present so strong and clear a 
pedigree as the Old. There Is a gap of 
several centuries between th earliest 
manuscript, extant and 
the 
events 


which it records. On the other hand, 
we have more than 3,000 manuscripts, 
to, which number must be added those 
being constantly 
discovered, 
which 


bear a cumulative evidence to the his- 
torical truth of the New Testament 
narratives that Is far more convincing 
than any evidence which 
can 
bo 


brought forward in favor of the au- 
thenticity of any classical authors of 
the ancient world.

"loafers," or "lobos," include at least 
half a dozen species or geographic 
races, comprising the small dark gray 
or black wolf ot Florida and the south- 
eastern United States, the red w'olf ot 
southern Texas, the brindled wolf of 
Mexico, the light gray wolf of the 
central plains region, the dark gray 
wolf of eastern Canada, the almost 
white wolf ot northern Canada and 
Alaska, and the large black or dusky 
wolf of the northwe.it coast region.

sorbing. It wa» a new found Interest 
in ballooning that made him watch 
the papers for tidings of the wander- 
ers. 
He also read even' Hue of the 


story of Walter Wellman's Ill-fated 
aerial expedition. Prior to the last na- 
tional balloon race, which started from 
the speedway In September, this par- 
ticular citizen had thought little of the 
aerial game. Now, by a queer turn of 
fate, he Is part of It—he Is making bal- 
loon baskets. 


Billy Collins is a basket weaver liv- 


ing with his wife and children In a 
small cottage in Raymond street. It 
is "at the turn of the road," west of the 
convent of the Sisters of the 
Good 


Shepherd. Billy has a few acres there 
on which he raises corn, 
chickens, 


ducks, garden truck and willows. The 
last named Is his most 
interesting 


crop. Willows are his breadwinners 


Across the street from the Collins 


cottage Is a little red shanty that has 
a sign on the front of It announcing 
that It Is the Raymond Street M. E.

"But H isn't a church any longer," 


explains Billy, the basket weaver, when 
he observes a visitor reading the sign 
beside the door.

That Isn't a bad -vocation, for an old 
hurch, for It was a good and honor- 
ble thing to be a basket weaver even 
ack in the days of the Man of Galilee. 
Sasket weaving is one of the world's 
Idest vocations, and seems to be a 
rade that is handed down through 
generations. 
His First Balloon Basket. 


Not until last iummer did he pay 


much attention to growing what are 
known as Lemley willows, an English 
mporlatton. Lemley willows are less 
pliable than the Welsh willows, but 
serve to good purpose in the making 
of heavy baskets. 


How well the few 'Lemley willows 


Billy Collins had planted were to serve 
him he did not know until a. short time 
before the national balloon race was tc 
start from the speedway In Septem- 
ber.

k«t?" asked Bumbaugh. 


"I never did, ilr," was the response 


tone* with English politeness. 


"Do you think you could mak« one 7" 


asked the aeronaut. 


"If it Is in the willow weaving line, I 


can make U if you will tell me what 
you want," ColIIna answered assurlng- 
ly. "I'll try to please you." 


Bumbaugh then told Collins that he 


wanted a basket «lx feet long, tour feet 
wide and four feet deep—* ba»ket 
larger than Is generally carried on Wal- 
loon Journeys. Th« Idea wa» to make 
It long enough so that a man might 
lie down for a rest. Collins found his 
time short, but he went to work with 
a vim. 


Night and day Billy Colling worked 


on that basket, and tho day before the 
race was scheduled to start ho ap- 
peared with It at Bumbaugh's hcad- 
luarters. It met approval on the In- 
stant. 
Every aeronaut who partici- 


pated In the race visited the headquar- 
ters of Indiana II and each went away 
•nvylng Fisher and Bumbaugh their 
"Pullman," as they called the new bas- 
ket.Fisher andT3umbaugh equipped that 
basket as a balloon basket was never 
equipped before. They had three long 
rubber tubes, made of about the same 
size as those used In automobile tires. 
These were placed around the edge of 
the basket and filled with air. In the 
event that Indiana II came down on 
lake or river they could cut away from 
the balloon and float until picked up 
The interior of the big basket took on 
the appearance of a comfortable llv-

urauhaus supports the Royal Clinic of 
Psychiatry, which it keeps filled with 
patients."—Exchange.
